Chattanooga, Tenn., July 4.-—-

Annual Conferences Yet to Act. 

The plan of organic union has yet 
to run the gantlet of the annual con- 
ferences of the two churches, the 
northern conferences voting in 1925, 
while the southern conferences were 
requested in a resolution adopted to- 
day to act during the same year. In 
the north, two-thirds of all the mem- 
bers voting in the annual conferences 
must ratify the proposal, while in 
the south the required majerity is 
three-fourths. 

With ratification by the annual 
conferences, the. college of bishops of 
each church would meet jointly and 
notify their respective general confer- 


‘ences that the union had been effect- 


ed. The general conferences’ then 
would be called to meet in joint ss- 
put unification into effort. 

The southern general conference 
meets in regular session in May, 
1926, at a place as yet undetermined. 
Since the northern conference does 
not meet again until 1928, a special 
session would be called, probably in 
May, 1926, to be held jointly with 
the southern conference,

session tonight.

The suggestion most widely spoken | 
of tonight, perhaps, was one to pro- 
vide for the elimination on successive 
ballots of the candidate receiving the 
smallest number of votes on each bal- 
lot.

See Method of Elimination. 

Many of those who studied the 
echeme, on the other hand, looked 
upon it as a certain means of elimi- 
nating the two leaders.

and cry about the alarming prev- 
alence of drug addiction in America. 
It is a greater reproach to our coun- 
try that opium and its derivatives— 
morphin, codein, heroin—are likewise 
freely purchaseable in any second- 
rate drug store and in some grocery 
shops, without any restriction what- 
ever, the humorous food and drugs 
act requiring only that the dope be 
fairly well dilutea. 

Even the hot drops or essences of 
peppermint, wintergreen and the like, 
are irritants and in my judgment 
likely to add to the baby’s discom- 
fort rather than relieve pain or dis- 
tress. If any such medicine is re- 
sorted to at all, let it be a mild and 
harmles one, and a very good one, 
too, like catnip tea, a teaspoonful or 
two of it in the baby’s bottle, repeated 
as often as you like. Or still better, 
if there is reason to think the trouble 
is gas in the bowel, an enema of 
warm water or of chamomile tea or 
of catnip tea. Warmth to the belly 
and warmth to the feet are both fa- 
mous measures of _ relief. Moist 
warmth is more soothing and anti, 
spasmodic—a flannel or woolen cloth 
wrung out of hot water. for the belly.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Brain Fever. 

Will you ask Dr, Brady to please 
explain through the paper the cause 
of spinal meningitis and brain fever? 
(mre. F. N. ¥3 

Answer.—Meningitis means inflam- 
mation of the membrane which covers 
the brain and spina] cord. In infants 
tuberculosis is a common cause of 
meningitis. Many cases of cerebral 
meningitis (inflammation of the mem- 
brane covering the brain) are caused 
by the common pus-producing germs 
(streptococci and _— staphylococci) 
which gain entrance directly from 
some septic condition of the nasal 
cavity or the ear cavity. The epi- 
demic cerebro spinal meningitis is 
caused by a specific germ which is 
probably conveyed from person. to 
person via dicharges from nose or 
throat and gains entranee through 
the nose or throat. This enidemie 
form is sometimes called “spotted 
fever,” from the slight eruption which 
often Occurs with it and in the old

There is certainly no danger of get- 
ting anything like that from sleeping 
outdoors on the ground, whether you 
have a waterproof blanket or covers 
or not. At least that danger wonld 
never spoil my fun if 1 were lucky 
enough to have such a vacation.

Washington, July 4.—-Compulsory 
education, if necessary, controlled by 
the states under tne guidance of. the 
federal government, was advocated to- 
day by President Coolidge, speaking 
before 10,000 delegates of the National 


Education association at the conclud- 
‘ing session of their annual convention, 
| The administration has’ proposed 
in the government reorganization plan 
a department ef education and relief 
to be presided over by a cabinet of- 
ficer, the- president reminded the 
teachers in reference to their demands 
for a cabinet member on education. 
This plan, however, had his endorse- 
ment, he added, “bearing in ,ind that 
this does not mean any interference 
with the local control and dignity, but 
is rather an attempt to recognize the 
importance of educational effort.” 
Lauds Teaching Profession. 
Refgaining from any discussion of 
the political situation, Mr. Coolidge 
emphasized the importance of educa- 


tion te America and lauded the teach- 
ing profession, saying the teachers are | 
entitled not only to adequate rewards | 
bu: to the honor of a grateful people. | 

“Ignorance,” the president declared, | 
‘is the most fruitful source of poverty, | 


‘whether of native or foreign origin, 
‘might continue to enjoy the economic 
advantages of our country, and there 
‘might not be any lowering of the 
‘standards of our existence, that 
America might remain American. We 
‘have submitted an amendment to the 
‘national constitution designed to pro- 
‘tect the child life of the nation from 
‘the unwarranted position of toil, that 
‘it might have greater opportunity for 
lenlightenment. Ail of these move-

“Young Bob,” who was introduced 


as a “chip of the old block,” presented 
his father’s statement in such a force- 
ful manner that the delegates leaped 
up in spontaneous enthusiasm, cheer- 
ing him. 

In a letter, La Follette went into 
detail to describe the manner inp 
which he said the major parties had 
subverted government in favor of 
trusts, 

He pointed to violations of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act which he claimed 
had gone unnoticed. He denounced the 
high tariff, which he said extorted 
high taxes from the people. 

“The people are tired of promises,” 
Ia Follette said. “They have heard 
themselves praised by republicans and 
democrats, who painted the future un- 
der their rule with dreams: of pros- 
perity. But there is not an adminis- 
tration on record that did not fail to 
carry ov its promises to the people. 
The American people have trusted 
long enough and they will rise up in 
the coming campaign and make known 
their protest.” 


Criticizes Woodrow Wilson. 


La Follette criticized Woodrow Wil- 
son who, he said, had failed to carry 
out his promise to free the nation 
from the rule of monopoly. 

“The anti-trust act must be en- 
forced if the nation is to be saved from 
the rule of monopoly,” La Follette 
went on. 

“The American people were left 
during the war at the mercy of the 
greatest profiteers in all history. 

“Under the notorious regime of At- 
torney General Palmer, monopoly was 
maintained against the protest of the 
people.” 

Ia Follette presented the address 
with all the fire typical of his father 
in the early days of his historic politi- 
“His voice carried and 
vibrated in every portion of the hall. 

“I tell you,’ young Bob shouted,

JOHNSTON INDICTS 
BOTH OLD PARTIES. 

Cleveland, July 4.—(The Associated 
Press.) —Extolling Senator Robert M. 
La Follette after ridiculing the re- 
publican party, scorning the demo- 
cratic organization and fiercely «le- 
nouncing communists, William H. 
Johnstun, head of the Machinists’ In- 
ternational union and chairman of 
the Conference for Progressive Polit- 
ical Action, today struck the keynote 
of the convention of the latter organ- 
ization at its opening here. Independ- 
ence in politics rather than a “third 
party” movement was emphasized 4s 
expedient. 

Senator La Follette was hailed as 
“the tribune of the American people, 
their greatest spokesman and their 
most loyal defender.”’ 

The recent republican national con- 
vention was referred to as “a lifeless 
gathering of political puppets;” the 
democratic convention as “a disorderly 
mob meeting, which responded to boss 
control quite obediently in its vot- 
ing,” and the communists as “tools of 
reaction who are constantly striving 
to destroy the American labor move- 
ment and create chaos in the ranks 
of the progressives.” 

Claims Broad Program. 

Mr. Johnston claimed the present 
convention represents 5,000,000 eit- 
izens and he said its program was 
broad enough to inelude the best in- 
ferests of wage earners, farmers, sal- 
aried employees, professional men and 
“independent” bankers, manufacturers 
and merchants, 

He said in part: 

“We have gathered on this 148th 
anniversary of the Declaration of In- 
dependence for action to secure those 
rights for which ‘governments are in- 
stituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed.’ 

“When that immortal declaration of 
the rights of man was proclaimed, our 
forefathers were engaged in a sttug- 
gle to establish political freedom. To- 
day the: people of the United States 
are engaged in a contest to achieve 
for themselves and their children the 
equally great blessings of economic 
freedom. 


Says Freedom Is Myth. 


“There is no economic freedom, no 
equality of economic opportunity in 
the United States today for any great 
group of its common people. 

“American farmers see their pros- 
perity wantonly deflated by a finan- 
clal conspiracy and find themselves 
obliged to sell their products in a/| 
world market, while the trusts and 
monopolies from which they must buy 
are artificially protected by the hig 
est tariff wall in American histor’ 

“The employees of the steel trust. 
the copper trust, the woolen trust and 
the hundreds of other great combina- 
tions must accept employment on such 
terms as Gary, Ryan, Wood and the 
other industrial magnates offer, or 
risk unemployment and starvation. 

“The independent manufacturer 
must ew sell in a trust-controlled 
market afd is suffered to exist only 
on condition that he does not engage 
in active and effective competition. 

Points With Pride. 

“The small merchant finds his 
wholesale and retail prices fixed by 
trusts and combinations while he, 
himself? is being slowly but surely 
forced out of business. 

“The independent banker is per- 
mitted to participate in the sale of 
bonds and the financing of new en- 
terprises only by the grace of the 
great banking ‘syndicates, while he 
already sees his early extinction hy 
resistless competition from the 
branches of the great centralized fj- 
nancial institutions. 

“We might not know it, 
ae all in the same boat.’ 

Mr. Johnston recited the history 
of the progressive movement, point- 
ing to political victories in the 
congressional élections of 1922 and 
the fact that the progressives held 
the balance of power in the last ses-

Marietta, Ga., July 4,—(Special.) 
Mundreds of persons from Mariet- 
an, Atlanta and surrounding terri-

Washington, July 4.—(Special.)— 
A declaration of independence for the 
children of these United States from 
the tyrannical impositions of muc4 
of the arithmetic taught in our schools 
was made by the National Education 
association when it accepted ‘Tuesday 
the neport of its’ committee on arith- 
metic reorganization, 

A great shout of joy ought to go up 
from the youngsters all over the coun- 
try, freed from partial payments and 
complex fractions and cube root and 
all the other arithmetic demons that 
have tormented and distracted and 
cast a cloud of indigo gloom over the 
shining hours of their youth, 

For in its report the arithmetic re- 
organization committee recommended 
that cube root, compound fractions 
and nineteen other mathematical 
stumbling blocks be taken out of 
arithmetic books, because “those pro- 
cesses have been definitely proved 
useless.” 

Here are the “useless” processes 
which would be eliminated under this 
recommendation—twenty-one of them: 

Apothecaries’ weight. 

Partial payments. 

Proportion. 

Troy weight. 

Greatest common divisor and least 
common multiple beyond the power of 
inspection. 

Long, confusing problems in com- 
mon fractions. 

Complex and compound fractions. 

Reductions in denominate numbers. 

Table of folding paper, surveyor's 
table, tables of foreign money. 

Compound numbers, addition, sub- 
traction, multiplication and division. 

Longitude and time. 

Case 2 and 3 in percentage. 

Compound interest. 

Annual interest. 

Exchange, both domestic and for- 
eign. 

True discount. 

Partnership with time. 

Ratio, bevond the ability of frac- 
tions to satisfy. 

Most of measuration—trapezoid, 
tranezium, nolygon, frustrum, sphere. 

Cube root.

Is Seriously Ill; 
Foot Is Poisoned 


Washington, July 4—Sertous_ ill- 
ness again entered the white house 
today when Calvin Coolidge, Jr., 


‘younger son of President and Mrs. 


Coclidge, developed an acute case of 
septic poisoning. 

The boy, who is 16 years old, be- 
came ill yesterday and late last night 
his condition became alarming. Five 
physicians were called in for consulta- 
tion and it was determined that 
poisoning, resulting from a broken 
blister on the right foot, brought about 
during a tennis match, had spread 
throughout his system. Another con- 
sultation late today was followed by 
the announcement that the condition, 
previously described as “dangerous,” 
was unchanged, but that the patient 
was doing “as well as could be expect- 
ed at this stage.” 

Constantly at Bedside, 

Mrs. Coolidge is in constant attend- 
ance at the bedside, while the presi- 
dent, after keeping a speaking en- 
gagement this morning before the Na- 
tional Education association, re- 
mained in the white house the rest 
of the day. Likewise, the white 
house physicians, Major 
Coupal and Lieutenant Commander J 
T. Boone, were present throughout the 
day and night. 


Other physicians who took part in 
the consultation late today included | 


Dr. Charles W. Richardson, of Wasb- 
ington, and Colonel William L. Keller, 
in charge of Walter Reed hospital. 
Dr. John B. Deaver, of Philadelphia, 
was present last night at the first con- 
sultation when the nature of the ill- 
ness was determined, 

The blister on the foot developed 
during a tennis match young Cal- 
vin played last Monday with his 
brother, John, 18 years old. Little at- 
tention was given by the boy to the 
aggravation at first, but yesterday he 
complained of intense pain in the 
body. Physicians were summoned 
and the serious nature of the illness 
was learned. 

There is little which can be done at 
this stage, it was said, with the prob- 
lem largely up to the endurance and 
strength of the youth. 

Age in His Favor. 
His youth is in his favor, but he
